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ABSTRACT : PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a separate portable telephone set that is 
applicable to a wide variety of application while a conventional separate portable 
telephone set has only a function of a portable telephone set and its application is limited. 



SOLUTION: The separate portable telephone set is structured such that a 
reception/transmission section (master set) 2 that makes radio communication with a base 
station 1 1 being a component of a portable telephone network 1 and a 
transmission/reception section (slave set) 3 for voice input/output are physically 
separated. The communication between the transmission/reception section (slave set) 3 
and the reception/transmission section (master set) 2 uses a radio channel to ensure 
comfortable use of the portable telephone set and its transmission output is enough for 
that of a cordless telephone set used in home. The transmission output of the home use 
cordless telephone set is about 10 mW. Since this is far lower than that of an 
electromagnetic wave of 1 W or less transmitted for the communication between the 
portable telephone network 1 and the reception/transmission section (master set) 2, the 
effect of the electromagnetic wave can be reduced. The reception transmission section 
(master set) 2 can be configured by a form of a PC card.
